generous emotions of our hearts. 

We deem it urgent to dispute the con- 
clusions of the Christian Union, because 
they are unjust to the genius and influiénce 
of a noble mind, and because they enlist 
the prejudices and fears of well-meaning 
but ignorant and timid people. Proceed- 
ing trom the belief ina more immaculate

Bat this 
dialect is spoken by many people. It is 
something like a language, in spite of its 
many absurdities. Dr. Harbaug has 
shown that it is capable of the expres- 
sion of sentiment, and almost of 
try. Mr. Bausman, in his zeal for the 
family, and his love for the memory of 
his dead friend, as well asin his reverence 
for the language that was taught him in 
childhood, has done the world a good 
service by preserving the most beautiful 
and tender things ever uttered in that 
tongue. It is n 2 
banished from the school, and soon it wil 
disappear from the fireside. Then this 
volume will be a record no less valuable 
than Lengfellew's pgem of Miles Stand- 
ish,” and no less touching than Whittier's 
ballads of New-England.

They are as yet strangers, not in 
descent only, but in thear whole course of 
life, religious and social. There is therefore 
no hardship to them, and no abandonment 
of principle, in requiring of them a con- 
siderable amount of preliminary appren- 
ticeship. 

Meanwhile, the ‘“almond-eyed Mongo- 
lians are steadily winning their way to 
citizenship, however delayed, by perse- 
vering, dogged industry,and the art of ren- 
dering themselves indispensable. In Cali- 
fornia they form an important section of 
the popalation, and are fast accommoda- 
ting themselves to the habits of the rest of 
its miscellaneous inhabitants. Even the 
“religious difficulty’’ constitutes no very 
great difficulty with them. Many Chinese 
stick to the following of Confucius, but 
numbers are Voltairians and — ites, 
and a good many Christiana. ithin 
these few months, a Chinese native preach- 
er, converted since his arrival, drew large 
congregations in the streets of San Fran- 
eisco. But they are no longer confined 
to the shores of the Pacific. They have 
already n to invade the Eastern sea- 
board, and: to meet and underbid our 
European emigrants on the very coast of 
the Atlantic.
